IN various sections throughout, our 


county, somotlmes In lonely, onl of tho 
way places, are found small, iilmosl 
neglected, grave yards, where the early 
selllers wore wont to bury their dead, 
und whore, as a rale, onco stood a school 
or meeting house, Jn those days neigh- 
bors wero very helpful lo each oilier 
when a death occurred. There wero no 
hearses lo bear the dead Ui lliolr lust icst-

stead, covered ones being piefiiind when 
obtainable. 
Sometimes these waROim 


wero drawn by four horses, and Ihcie 
was a driver for each span. Tho bereav- 
ed relatives rode In Uiu wagon In which 
the collln was placed. Head stones of 
clink fllnlo, or of windslonc, or of lime- 
stone, on which Ihe name and uge of tho 
deceased had been cut, muvked

most Holllurs in other sections of the 
State und country, from which ours were 
ulinost altogether free. 
No Indians 


dwelt porrnuneiilly in Unit porllon of 
i'oiin's colony bounded by Uiu SUMIUO- 
hiinna river on the eust, and tho South 
Mountain on tho north and west. As 
soon as Uiu whiles began to settle in Ihls 
territory llio Indians abandoned it as a 
hunting ground. The South Mountain 
range served as a barrier iignlnsl thusav- 
uges that made Incursions from the wu.st 
and north into tho Kltlatlnny, or Cum- 
liurliinci, Vullny.

Of llieio caji'.lves eighl 
weie mussiicied two days afterwards. 
One of the survivors, Mary Jumison, 
abonl eleven or twelve years o]d,svus 
taken weslward beyond I'lllsburg, was 
adopted by an Indhtn family, was obliR- 
ed t o t a k o a n liuliun hiiiiband, bore num- 
erous children, and died Sept. 11), IbJlii, 
at Duffalo, Xew York, aged about 01 
years.
